Oliver shot Morales through flip 
arm, and Morales bled to death,

two quarreled because Oliver’s pet cat 
ate som e of Morales’ grub. 
The two men lived a few rods apart, 
Morales in a shack and Oliver in a 
boat. 
Morales was evidently near an 
open fire cooking his supper when he 
was shot.

Frightened for their lives and fearing 
lest they be taxed in proportion to 
their wealth when the German war 
bills come due. 
It is a stiff account which is charged 
to Germany, for lands laid waste, 
property destroyed and lives put o^t. 
For incurring these debts, all the 
German people, from the kaiser to the 
poorest man among them, are jointly 
responsible; and when it conies to 
payment, not one should be allowed 
to escape. Nevertheless the rich who 
can run are beginning to scuttle, tak- 
ing their pelf with them or having it 
sent after. 
Their leader is the kaiser, who de­ 
clared so often that he would never 
desert his people. 
He is hidden in 
Holland, and there have been shipped 
to him from Berlin 300 bags of good 
German gold. 
No paper money or 
emergency currency for him! 
Von Tirpitz has fled, leaving his 
whiskers to console the poor who 
must stay behind, but taking with him 
millions 
of 
dollars 
gained 
mostly 
under false pretenses from the Ger­ 
man people. 
It is time that the Germans who can­ 
not run should awaken to the trick 
which is being put upon them, while 
plain common sense dictates that the 
Allies put a military fence around 
Germany, like the fences in the south, 
‘ Horse-high, 
bull strong, 
and 
hog- 
tight.” 


THE GUILTY CONSCIENCE 


Germany has enough real troubles, 
goodness knows; and vet, the most 
poignant troubles wiih which she has 
been dinning the world's ears lately 
"never happened,” and are not likely 
to happen. 
They are the product of 
a guilty conscience. 
Or, if anyone 
sees fit to deny Germany any such 
precious possession as a national con­ 
science, they are the product of a 
guilty imagination. 
“The Germans,” explains the New 
York World, “are possessed by tho 
fear that their conquerors are going 
to do just what they would have done 
if they had conquered. They picture 
their country as about to be plundered 
and starved, their people held under 
military tyranny and mistreated by a 
savage soldiery.” 


They may set tlTelr minds at rest 
on that score. T he Allies are not go­ 
ing to treat Germany as Germany has 
treated Belgium, France, Serbia. Rou- 
rnania and Boland. 
Germany’s hope 
lies in the fact th at her foes and con­ 
querors are too highly civilized to 
treat her as she deserves, and as she 
would treat I hem today if she had the 
power. 
"Noblesse oblige.” 


: THE DAIRY SHORTAGE 


There Is plenty of wheat now avail­ 
able. 
There is plenty of almost ev­ 
erything in this country except dairy 
products—milk, butter 
and 
cheese. 
T hese are short all over the world. 
One great reason for this is that in 
the w aning countries so many dairy 
animals were slaughtered, partly be­ 
cause their meat was immediately 
needed for food, partly because their 
pasturage was destroyed by war. and 
they could only be “hooverized” by 
being eaten. 
There is a Joss of (attle in Franco 
of 17 per cent; in Italy of 14 per cent; 
no loss it is cheerful to state, in the 
United Kinidom. 
But of sheep and 
goats, on which so much dependence 
is placed in these countries for food, 
there is a loss in France of 41 per 
cent, or nearly half; Italy, I per cent; 
United Kingdom, IO per cent. 
The 
shortage of pigs is more serious. 
France shows a loss of 49 per cent; 
Italy 1 2 l 2 per cent; 1’nited Kingdom, 
25 per cent. 
The shortage of horses 
and mules, which count for the work­ 
ing of farms, in France is 37 
per 
cent; Italy, 25 per cent. 
“It is highly important that the 
herds he restored as soon as pos­ 
sible,” says Dr. Vernon Kellogg of the 
Food Administration. 
“This can be 
done most effectively by larger im­ 
portations of meat and pork products 
from America to lessen the slaughter­ 
ing of native animals.” 
But the dangers of dairy shortages 
in the ravaged countries are found not 
In immediate starvation, but in the 
m enace of tuberculosis. 
The half fed 
people need milk, butter and cheese in 
greater quantities as they begin to do 
th e greater work of reconstruction. 
T h ere is plenty of jelly in our eel 
Jars. 
We have plenty of peanut but 
ter, most nourishing and wholesome 
Let us utilize these spreads as largely 
as we can, and save our milk, butter 
eggs and cheese with a jealous eye 
Just as last year we did the wheat and 
bacon.

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W. A. Cornelius Writes of In­ 
teresting Duck Hunt 
With Indians 


Picturing the swooping of a gold­ 
en eagle upon a flock of honkers, 
comes a letter 
from 
W . A. Cor­ 
nelius, who has just been out on a 
duck hunt with three Indians. It is 
a deeply interesting 
letter, 
not 
only because it is well w ritten but 
because it comes from a man who 
knows the sport of hunting thor­ 
oughly and who is also known to 
no small number of Orange coun­ 
ty hunters. 
Cornelius is one of the best blue 
rock s h o t s in the West, and he has a 
pocketful of medals for proficiency 
with the gun. 
Cornelius is owner of 
the Newport News, but since the Dem­ 
ocrats got into the saddle at Washing 
ton his newspaper has beer. a side 
issue with him, more of a side issue 
than his shotgun, if one must he hon­ 
est about it. 
He keeps someone a' 
tile helm of the newspaper while he 
goes forth and helps Uncle Sam wing 
income tax dodgers, 
l^e is just as 
good at that as he is at hitting the blue 
rocks. 
Here is Cornelius’ letter, written at 
Klamath 
Falls, 
Oregon, 
a 
few 
days 
ago: 
To the Register: 
I have not seen a 
Register for so long that I do not 
know whether you have the weekly 
sporting edition in which Victor Wal­ 
ker published 
his 
day 
dreams any 
more or not. but if you do I can furnish 
you some “filler" with an account of 
duck hun mig in Oregon. 
“I have been up here working on an 
income tax fraud investigation that 
began in California and in which the 
government is gathering evidence for 
a prosecution. 
Indian Village 
“Yesterday I found myself in the In 
diam Villano of Chiloquin, about thirty 
miles north of here. 
That town con 
sists of an untidy hotel run by an In­ 
dian. a still dirtier grocery store and 
a reasonably clean blacksmith shop. 
"The hotel keeper has a wife who is 
nearly white and some of his children 
are white while some of them have 
complexions the color of a Duroc-Jer- 
sev pig. 
"Tile Indians all speak good English 
— when spoken to. hut as a rule keep 
whatever knowledge they possess to 
themselves. 
“I had some time to kill and when 
I heard three of the Indians planning 
a duck hunt for last evening I told 
them that killing time 
and 
killing 
ducks worked in well together with 
me. 
I horned in with them- I brought 
a little 20-gauge Marlin pump-gun with 
me and they were anxious to see if 
such a toy gun could really kill ducks 
“The Indians were named Bill and 
John and Rags, the latter gaining his 
name by his tattered clothing, but he 
was a sort of a clown and enjoyed the 
attention he attracted. 
"An Indian driving an automobile 
was a new thing to me but we set out 
in a dilapidated Rec, the property of 
Bill. 
Let’er Go, Bill 
“The ground 
was 
covered 
with 
melting snow except In the shade 
where it was frozen like a rock. 
"We had about eight miles to go 
o te r 
the 
worst 
roads 
imaginable 
through bull-pines and quaking asp be 
fore we reached the great Weed ranch 
pasture where we were to hunt. 
"Anything that will develop speed 
appeals to an Indian and the ride BT 
gave us through ruts in the road filled 
with ice and slush, over submerged 
roots and around trees wras in line 
with his idea of living, but to me it 
sugested a method of dying, 
“Two miles out 
of 
Chiloquin the 
bumping of the body of the machine 
against the rear axle suggested that 
something had broken, which we found 
to be nothing much, only a broker 
frame, but the Indians did not let t 
little thing like that bother thorn sc 
they jacked the car up, fastened it to 
gather with baling wire and bolts and 
we were off again. 
In the Pasture 
The pasture had been eaten off bare 
but was covered with swampy pondf 
and looked to be an ideal place for 
ducks. We made for the largest of the 
ponds, which was surrounded by amal’ 
clumps of willows and the Indians sta 
tloned me between them, each hid­ 
ing himself in a different direction 
some distance away. 
I soon discov 
ered that they had 
given 
me 
the 
choice location. 
I have far sight when it comes to 
seeing ducks or geese at a distance 
hut it was a pleasure to watch the In­ 
dians. It seemed that nothing escaped 
them and I was not in position long 
• before a whistle warned me that some 
ducks were coming for me. 
I made a 
clean kill my first shot but the second 
one drifted off a half mile before It 
fell. 
A flock of four widgeons flew right 
in my face and I killed three of them 
in self defense and Rags yelled to me 
that that was the way the Americans 
gave It to the Germans. 
Of course 
I swelled up with pride but soon had 
occasion 
to 
remember 
something 
about pride going before a fall for a 
big greenhead flew over my head not 
twenty feet high. 
I lost my balance 
when I jumped up and'when I was able 
to lino un the Marlin on the mallard 
It was going behind a clump of willows

more to the south and low to the 
ground our chances for getting a goose 
seemed good, 
We did, but through 
ohe of the strangest things I have «ver 
seen happen on a hunting trip.

geese evidently had been feeding for 
they kept raising higher and higher 
until they were about two hundred 
yards high as they passed us, when 
all of a sudden they began pitching 
and tumbling, scattering in every di­ 
rection.

These people will have to 
be got, again, into tho notion of buying 
cars. 
There is need for individual ag­ 
gressive advertising and sales effort, 
and perhaps for co-operative effort on 
the art of the industry.” 


Problem Will Be to Obtain 
Proper Materials For Mak­ 
ing of Automobiles 


DETROIT, 
Nov. 30.— As to prodeo 
(ion, Detroit makers are not greatly 
concerned over the change from war 
to peace-time production. 
The consen­ 
sus is war-time production will contin­ 
ue for a time and it will be tapered off 
so as to permit the makers to change 
gradually to production 
of cars and t 
trucks! 
Not a .single company, as far 
as known, received a eoncellation from 
Washington except on far distant fu­ 
ture deliveries. Ar. order was receivec 
and put into effect eliminating over 
time work and plant extensions for 
war work. 
Packard began moving onto a peace 
basis two days before th e armistice 
was signed, when the manufacturing 
department was authorized to resume 
making motor cars. 
“The automobile demand before war 
conditions interfered was at its max 
inturn,” says Alvan Macauley, presi­ 
dent of Packard. 
“The business de 
dined, not for lack of demand, but on 
account of war conditions, which made 
even transportation by automobile of 
secondary importance. 
In brief, the 
industry, with all its facilities and sj>e 
rial talents, was called to the colors. 
Packford Foresees Demand. 
“Now' that the stress and strain Inci­ 
dental to equipping for war against 
the most powerful military nation the 
world lias ever seen is past, the au to ­ 
mobile demand certainly will reassert 
itself. 
“Markets undoubtedly xviii he there 
The problem will be to obtain the prop 
cr materials from the m akers of steel 
and other products of which automo­ 
biles a r 1 made. 
They are now work­ 
ing on war materials. 
The 
govern­ 
ment's announced policy is to taper 
down the demand for these materials 
't follows from this that they car. only 
taper up— if that’s a correct expres­ 
sion—in supplying m aterials for 
the 
manufacture of automobiles. 
“As to ichor skilled 
in 
automobile 
making, that will become gradually 
but steadily more available, and at an 
increasing rat'1 as war contracts are 
completed or diminished. Probably the 
labor will become available about as 
fast as we can receive materiels.

“Generally speaking. I predict that 
the automobile industry will reassert 
and re establish 
its 
form er splendid 
proportions as rapidly as is wise i n s ­ 
isting circumstances. 
T h ere will ulti­ 
mately be employment in the automo­ 
bile business for every m an formerly 
in it.” 
Future plans for the industry will 
depend entirely on the action of the 
government, according to C. I). H a s t ­ 
ings. vice-president of the Hupp Motor 
Car Corporation. 
“Whatever we hear 
now is 
only 
gossip,” says Mr. Hastings, “for the 
officials in Washington. I do not be­ 
lieve, know' just what will be done as 
yet

contracts cancelled, but in our opinion 
w ar work will be cut down gradually 
to allow for the change over to auto­ 
mobile manufacturing.

wooden floors where the washing was 
to be done—and was ready for busi­ 
ness. 
Customers bring their cars in the 
morning and call for them in after­ 
noon or evening. 
A ticket is provided, on which the 
customer chocks the work he wishes 
done. 
“wash, 
polish,

cups, 
grease universal, oil transmission, oil 
differential,

springs, 
get

squeak >, clean cushions, c lean inside 
top, clear outside motor, drain clean 
and fill motor, fill motor.” 
The card 
bears the customer’s name and an 
order number. 
A stub, detachable, 
bears the number and is given to the 
customer. 
When the work on a car is com­ 
pleted, the charge for labor and sup­ 
plies is noted opposite each item, and 
the total is the bill, which, of course, 
is paid in cash when the car is taken 
The charges for w-ashing run from 
$1.50 up; polishing, 50 cents to $5; 
creasing cups, $1; greasing universal, 
$1; cleaning top, $1; draining and 
cleaning engine, $1.50; 
getting out 
squeaks, 50 cents to $1. 
When spe­ 
cie charges are not provided, labor 
is charged for at $1 an hour: oil i 
charged for at 25 cents a quart. 
Four negroes do the washing and 
most of the greasing. 
Mr. Vorhees 
attends to more technical details. 
The moving of cars in the “laundry” 
is a time-consuming, and an important, 
part of the work.

To most persons tire changing is 
a disagreeable job. but this can be 
I overcome to a great extent by having 
the necessary tools and equipment so 
i it can Ive done easily. 
So far as pos­ 
sible. the tools uAed for 
the 
tires 
should be kept, in a separate roll. 
A 
great deal of time is wasted because 


I the tire irons cannot lie found, or the 
| rim nut wrench has tfeen mislaid in 
ninny cases. Get a large tool roll and 
fit it out with the pieces of apparatus 
shown in the illustration. 
After each 
tire change make sure all the toots 
are returned to the roll, ami do not 
roll any of them up with the 
tools 
used for the engine or car. 
A proper equipment for practically 
ail needs should include pump. jack. 
tire irons, blunt ham mer or mallet, 
} pliers, special rim nut, wrench 
and 
tire talc. The use of the pump is ob- 
' vious. as well as the jack. 
The tire 
irons are for prying the casing off the 
| rim, Hie hammer for opening the lock­ 
ing device on some rims, pliers for 
j unscrewing the nut on the valve stA^i, 
i while tire talc is known 
to 
every 
(motorist. 
The rim nut 
wrench 
is 
necessary with some make of rims to 
remove the nuts on the lugs around 
the rim. 
Rome other form of wrench 
can he used, but it takes more time 
for the job. 
Added to this list might 
be some of the rim tools on the m ar­ 
ket designed to contract the rim for 
placing it on the casing. 
These speed 
up the job and are well worth their 
cost.
